There ard 
many theories to be advanced, but 
unless Tsoi speaks! it will not be 
known whether he was the carrier 
of the bomb which exploded pre- 
maturely or merely an unfortunate 
and innocent victim, :

Meanwhile, however, I 
think the Police have treated us 
gencrously having regard to the 
claims of taxis and public cars, 
As to the suggestion that private 
cars should be allowed to park, for 
u limited period, against the kerb 
on the west side of Pedder Street 
between Des Voeux Road and 
Quien‘s Road, I see no prospect of 
this beimg permitted unless Pedder 
Street is made a one-way streéct. 

An effort was made by the As- 
nociation to purchase a. certain 
piece of ground for a parking place 
but the scheme could not be pro- 
ceeded with on account of the 
prohibitive cost. 


Electric Horns. 


There is a point I should like to 
mention. In connexion with the 
noise caused by the unnecessary 
use of electric horns and sirens. 
Traflic Police have instructions to 
nbate this nuisance as far ns pos- 
sible and I hope members will co- 
operate ‘with the Police in this 
matter. The chief offenders are 
professional drivers, ‘and those 
members.of the Association who 
employ chauffcura will help the 
authorities materially by~ issuing 
a timely warning.

Third Party Insurance. 


In both Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland: “third party” in- 
surance is now’ compulsory ani 
motorists contemplating visits to 
these countries should take warn- 
ing-from a case Which arose cut of 
the recent gencral-election. 

A Major Bray had lent his car 
for use during the election and the 
ear (which was not covered against 
third party risk) had an accident 
in London,. Not ‘onty was the 
driver of the car fined twenty 
shillings or thirteen days’ imprison- 
ment but the official in charge of 
the Conservative candidate's com- 
mittee raoma (for cnusing the car 
to be used without a third party 


insurance policy) was fined £3 or]: 


21 days’ imprisonment, 
Road Traffic Act 1930.

I have beon asked to Bay whether 
there are any towns. in England 
where a motorist is:forbldden to 
pass a atationary tramcar on the 
near side. JT know of none. In 
Scotland, however, the’ same 
regulation applies in Glas- 
gow and Edinburgh as in 
Hongkong. In view of the pro- 
visionr in the new Act relating to 
recklous driving it is improbable 
that this segulation will be furthor 
extended In Great: Rritnin. Only 
one witness ja required (under the 
Act) to prove reckleas, dangerour 
or careless driving. 


More Members Wanted. 


In his excellent broadcast ad- 
dress on December 14th Inst Mr. 
Hodgson stresscd the need of more 
members. He anid there were o 
great many private owners of 
motor cars in the Colony who were 
not members of this Assaciation, 
I have looked {nto this matter and 
find that’ there are not less than 
1,900 private cara licenced in the 
Colony and not less than 470 motor 
cycles, Last year 640 motor car 
owners were members of our As- 
gocittion and 26 motor cyclist mem- 
hers, ‘ 

This is a poor percentage and [ 
do appeal to those private car and 
motor eyele owners who tre tot 
members to come along and join 
ux. Obviously the Jarger our mem. 
bership the gereater the scope for 
broadening our activitles. If the 
Assocation could double its mem- 
bership it would be inp position to 
develop along certain lines and {n- 
crense benefits and -faciities to 
members in a way which is impos- 
sible with a restricted membership. 
This Association ow arent 
deal to ita Hon. Secret aN) a 
D. Evans, but we cannot expect him 
indefinitely to put all his evenings 
at our disposal ‘and he is par- 
ticularly unxious that the Associn- 
tion should be in a position to 
employ a full) time Secretary. I 
hope, therefore, that we shall 
shortly see our membership very 
considerably: increased so ‘that’ the 
excellent work which the Associa- 
tion is doing for private car owners 
in the Colony can be expanded and 
the benefits extended. 

In conclusion I should like to re- 
fer to the Saikung Road project 
in the New Territorica.

A FEW CASES REPORTED 
IN HONGKONG, 


The outbreak of ‘cercbro-menin- 

gitis in Hongkong was commented 
upon by Mr. 3f. K. Lo at the fort- 
nightly mocting of the Sanitary 
Board yesterday, when he applied 
for information regarding the dis- 
enae, montioning that ho had 
henrd of several cnues in the 
Colony.

Must Look Ahead. 


You boys are probably aware 
that the complete course for 4 
thorough school education in the 
biggest Government schools In 
Hongkong, such as Queen's and 
King’s, consista of elght classes. 
Assuming that you spend one 
in ench class, it will take you eight 
yeurs to go through the full course. 
Out here in Un Long you have only 
the three lowest classes, viz. 8th, 
7th and Gth clusses, and if you 
desire to pursue your studies fur- 
ther you will have to Ho to a big 
Anglo-Chinese school. I hope that 
some of you who are strong in 


body and active in brain,’ will do 
this. 


If you decide to do so you will 
yet have to apend some five years 
in order to reach the first class in 
a secondary school, Sa that those 
of you who have  pnssed your 
examination in the Gth class are 
still n long way short of the stand- 
urd attained by the last year In 
a secondary school. In saying this 
I am not trying to dishearten you, 
but rather to encourage you to fur- 
ther efforts in the pursuit of your 
studies. 


Study of English. 


You can take it from me that a 
boy who has spent only three years 
at the study of English cannot be 
of much use in the big world be- 
yond Un Leng. He cannot hope to 
read or write English with any- 
thing like ease or accuracy, and 
unless he keeps it up he will after 
n shart time forget what he haa 
learnt. 


It ig therefore most desirable 
that the best boya who leave this 
achool should immedintely join 
some Government District school 
such as the Government District 
Schoo! in Yaumati in order that the

“time spent in this school may lead 
to something further. 

I. must ‘also offer . you 
In the matter of 
‘your ‘Chinese studies. As Chi- 
neso you: muat make good, uac 
of the opportunity provided in 


school to read .and write Chinese |, 


and acquire some knowledge of tho 
history and'‘wiadom of your people. 
I'am told that everyone of you 
before being admitted into this 
school has been-four years at lenst: 
in a Chinese vernacular school, and 
that Chincse [s taught in ‘this 
school side by aide with English. 


1. know that most of you consider, 


and quite rightly, that while you 
are at achool you should give your 
best time and energy to the study 
of English in priority to your study 
Chinese. 


Don’t Overlook Chinese. 


But I cannot impress upon you 
‘too strongly the odvantiges of a 
sound Chinese education. The beat 
part of Chinese culture and Chinese 
traditions Is.to be found in Chinese 
bocks. Learn to love these books, 


[ cannot conclude without re- 
minding you that you live fn the 
country among farmers and that 
you must take every opportunity to 
learn about the flelds, the crops, and 
other occupationa that are followed 
by those around you. It is snid in 
“the Doctrine of the Mean” that 
the superior man does what ia pro- 
per to the atation in. which he ia; 
he does not desire to‘go beyond this. 
It fs also antd in “the works of 
Menciua” that E. Yin was a farmer 
in the lands of the prince of Sin, 
delighting In the principles of 
Yaou und Shun. 


Chinn owes much to great men 
who have come from country 
towns; and I hope that some day 
it will owe a lot to some great men 
from Un Long School. Once more 
E wish te congratulate, all those 
who have won prizea; and to, those 
who have not, I day “better luck 
next time.” . 


Mr. Brawn's Remarks. 


Mr. A, O. Brawn, Inspector of 
English schools, in thanking Mr. 
Woo said: 


On behalf of the Un Long 
Schoo) and the Education Depart- 
ment, 1 thank you very much for 
giving away the prizes to-day.

I welcome here to-day the Head- 
master of Yaumati School—the 
parent school of this, .and the 
Hendmaster of Cheung Chau 
School which is similar in many 
ways to this, although perhaps it 
provides more for fishermen than 
Carmers.

PRESIDENT’S APPEAL AT A. 
A. MEETING. a 


PARKING SPACES. 


Another appeal for more mem- 
bers was made by the Presl- 
dent, Mr. L. C. F. Bellamy, at the 
Annual Genernl Mecting of the 
Hongkong Automibile Associntion, 
which was held yesterday after- 
noon In the Board Room of Messrs, 
Jardine, Matheson and Co., Ltd. . 

After the Hon. Sceretary: "(Mr. B. 
D. Evans) had read tho, notice con- 
vening the mecting, Mr. Bellamy 
said: / - 

Gentlemen,—The_ accounts for 
the year ended December 331at, 
1931, have been in your hands for 
a week and I think we may. there- 
fore take them as rend. You will 
observe that our cash position has 
improved during the yenr by 
$802.00 but this will not go very 
fur towards’ the annual cost of the 
four new patrols that your Com- 
mittee has recently engaged. 

We now have eight patrols (4 
Indian and 4 Chinese) and thia 
item constitutes our major expense. 

The areas: patrolled are:—(1) 
The car park In Salfsbury Road, 
Kowloon, (2) The car park in 
front of the City Hall, (3) Chater 
Road, (4) Statue Square, (6) 
Connaught Road between Pottinger 
Street and Murray Road, 

Kerry Transport Across Harbour. 

Mymbers may still purchase ono 
hook of 10 lighter tickets per 
quarter nt $15.00 per book. If full 
advantage were taken of — this 
privilege a omember would save 
$20.00 per annum, Le, double the 
amount of hia annual subscription, 

Actuarially, therefore, this 
scheme is quite unsound but the 
concession is, Tam glad to say, 
Hreatly appreciated by those mem- 
bers-who have occasion frequently 
to take their cars across’ the har- 
bour. 

It is confidently expected that the 
new vehicular ferry will) be in 
operation before our next annual 
meting and the question’ as to 
whether this concession will then 
be withdrawn must be a matter 
for the consideration of the Incom- 
ingy Committee, 


Parking Places. 


(f the present rite of increase 
in the number of motor car owners 
in Hongkong is maintained we 
shall be faced—a few years henco— 
with ah acute parking problem in 
the city. Meanwhile, however, . I 
think the Police have treated us 
generously having regard to the 
claims of taxis and public cars. 
As to the suggestion that private 
cars should be allowed to park, for 
a limited period, against the kerb 
on the west side of Pedder Street 
between Des Voeux Road and 
Queen's Road, I see no prospect of 
this being permitted unless Pedder 
Street is made a one-way street. 

An effort was._made by the As- 
sociation to purchase a certaln 
piece of ground for a parking place 
but the scheme could not , be pro- 
ceeded with on account of the 
prohibitive cost. 


Electric’ Horns. 


There is a point I should like to 
mention in connexion with the 
noise caused by the unnecessary 
use of electric horns and sirens. 
Traf_ic Police have instructions to 
ubate this nuisance as far as pos- 
sible and I hope members will co- 
operate with the Police in this 
matter. ‘The chief offenders are 
professional drivers, and those 
members of the Association who 
employ chauffeurs will help the 
nuthoritics materially by issuing 
au fimely warning. 

The attention of the Police is 
directed not only to the excessive 
sounding of herns but also to the 
excessively high pitch of the note 
emitted by these horns. The pitch 
should be adjusted to a tow 
medium tone which, whilst giving 
adequate warning, does not jar the 
nerves oof the public.

In his excellent brondenat ad- 


‘| dress on December 14th Jast Mr. 


Hodgson stressed the need of more 
members. He said there were a 
great many private owners of 
motor cars in the Colony who were 
not members of this Association. 
I have looked Into this matter and 
find that there are not less than 
1,900 private cars Heenced in the 
Colony and not less than 470: motor 
cycles. Last year 540 motor car 
owners were members of our As- 


sociation and 26 motor cyclist mem- 


bers, 

This is a poor percentage and IJ 
do appeal to those private car and 
motor cycle owners who are not 
members to. come along und join 
tu. Obviously the larger ot'r mem. 
bership the greater, the scope for 
broadening our activitics. If the 
Astociation could double its mem- 
bership it would be in a position to 
develop along certain lines and in- 
crease benefits and facilities to 
members in a way which is impos- 
sible with a restricted membership. 
This Association owes -a great 
depl to its Hon. Seerctary, Mr. B 
D. Evans, but we cannot expect him 
indefinitely.to put all his evenings 
at our disposal and he fs par- 
ticularly anxious that the Assocla- 

+ tion should be in a position to 
employ n full time Secretary. 1 
hope, therefore, that. we shall 
shortly see our membership very 
considerably increased so that the 
excellent work which the Associa- 
tion fs doing for private car owners 
in the Colony can be expanded and 
‘the benefits extended.

United States can continue to 
maintain the gold standard are 
nesailing thoughtful nepple. Mr. 
Reginald MeKenna,.the Chairman 
of the Midland Bank, in a recent 
speech, raised the question whe- 
ther gold is for ever to remain the 
standard of money values, however 
well or ill it'is made to work. In 
his view, the most rational answer 
to this question wolld seem to ‘be 
that, if the gold standard cannot 
work without depressing or even 
ruining trade, the proper course 
must be to geck another and better 
one. 
the financial authorities of the 
world, with their deep-rooted tra- 
ditions and long-cstablished prac- 
tice, will not be easily moved to 
consider the question on its merits. 
It is conceivable, however, that 
economic developments may force 
the issue to a decision, 

It is interesting to note some 
other points made by Mr. McKenna 
who, incidentally, favours inter- 
national co-cperation on the silver 
question. Many people in tho in- 
dustrial and commercial com- 
munity, says this authority, take 
an entirely detached view of the 
gold standard. For.them it is a 
matter of practical convenience, 
subject to the gonoral nim of en- 
suring tho highest possible degree

FAMOUS GERMAN 
BANK FAILURE. 


GOVERNMENT SCHEME, 


Berlin, Mar, 23. 

The Darmstaedter und Nattonal- 
bauk whose collapse last June pre- 
cipltated the financial crisis in 
Germany to-day officially dis- 
appeared from the list of German 
banks where it once occupied 
second place. 

When the government last July 
assumed the guarantee for the 
bank's deposits in order to pre- 
vent a panic it also took control 
of the institute which will now be 
merged with the Dredsner Bank, 
another bank which could -only 
tide over its diMficulties with 
public ald. Tho merger ‘is part 
of .the govornment’s programme 
for the thorough reorganisation of 
German banking and German 
banks whose collapse would have 
shaken Germany's economic sys- 
tom to its very foundations.

“Tho outbreak of corcbro-menin- 
gitls In Hongkong was commented 
upon by Mr. M. K. Lo at the fort- 
the Sanitary 
Board yesterday, when he applied 
for information regording the dis- 
ense, mentioning «that he had 
heard of soveral cases in the 
Colony. It wan rovenied by the 
Medical Officer of Health that the 
outbreak had not reached epidemic 
dimensions and It was hoped to 
survive {t compnratively lightly.

Meningitis Outbreak. 


Before the meeting concluded 
Mr. M, K. Lo said that he did not 
know if the Board would au- 
thorise him to ask whether -the 
Medical Officer of Health could 
make any statement to the Board 
‘in reference to the outbreak of 
\cerebro-meningitis. He * under- 
ateod that several cnses had oc- 
curred ‘in Hongkong and the Inst 
outbreak some years ngo was 8 
very alarming ‘one. He did not 
know whether the Medical Officer 
of Health was in a position to 
make any atatement and what pre- 
cautions had been taken or were 
being taken regarding the out- 
break. 

Dr. G. W. Pope, speaking with- 
jout any previous notice, said that 
he could not give Mr. Lo any 
but the outbreak had not 
‘reached epidemic form, and he 
had hopes that it would not, al- 
though it was a disease In respect 
of which prevention .was rather 
helpless, There was one hopeful 
point and that was that it .was 
essentially a Spring disease and 
figures were at their height during 
March ond April. Now, having 
‘renched the end of March, they 
hoped to get away comparatively 
lightly. 

The Medical Officer of Health 
pointed out that meningitis was 
‘an overcrowding disease and ad- 
| vined people to avold overcrowd- 
ied places, including theatres and 


‘figures,

Out here in Un Long you have only 
the three lowest classes, viz. 8th, 
7th and Gth classes, and if you 
desire to pursue your studies fur- 
ther you will have to go to a big 
Anglo-Chinese school. I hope that 
some of you who fre ‘strong in 


.t body and active in brain, will do 


this. 


If you decide ‘to do so you will 
yet have to spend some five yenra 
in order to reach the first class in 
a secondary school. So that those 
of you who have passed your 
examination in the Gth class are 
still a long way short of the stand- 
ard attained by the last year in 
na secondary school. In saying this 
I am not trying to dishearten you, 
but rather to encourage you to fur- 
ther efforts in the pursuit of your 
studies. : : 


. Study of English. | 


You can take it from me that a 
boy who has spent only three years 
at the study of English cannot be 
of much use in the big world he- 
yond Un Long. He cannof{hope to 
read or write English with any- 
thing like ease or accuracy, and 
unless. he keeps it up he will after 
n short time forget whiat he has 
Jearnt. 


It is therefore most desirable 
that the best boys who leave this 
school should immediately join 
some Government District school 
such as the Government District 
Schoo! in Yaumati in order that the

time spent In this school may lead 
to something further. : . 


I must also offer you 
some. advice in the matter of 
your Chinese studies. As Chi- 
nese you must make good usc 
of the opportunity provided in 
school to read and ‘write Chinese 
and acquire some knowledge of the 
history and wisdom of your people. 
I am told that cveryone of you 
before being admitted into this 
school has been four years at least 
in a Chinese vernacular school, and 
that ‘Chinese ia taught’ in this 
school side by side with English. 
I know that most of you consider, 
and quite rightly, that while you 
are at school you should give your 
best time and energy to the study 
of English in priority to your study 
of Chinese. 


Don't Overlook Chinese. 


But I cannot {mpress upon you 
too strongly the advantages of a 
sound Chinese education. The best 
part of Chinese culture and Chincse 
traditions Is to be found in Chinese 
books. Learn to love these books. 


I cannot conclude without : re- 
minding you that you live in the 
country among farmers and that 
you must take every opportunity to 
learn about the fields, the crops, and 
other occupations that are followed 
by those around you. It is said in 
“the Doctrine of the Mean” that 
the supertor man does what is pro- 
per to the station in which he is; 
he docs not desire to xo beyond this. 
It is also said In “the works of 
Mencius” that E. Yin was a farmer 
in the Jands of the prince of Sin, 
delighting in the principles of 
Yaou and Shun, 


China owes much to great men 
who have come from country 
towna; ‘and I hope that some day 
it will owe a Jot to some great men 
from Un Leng School. Once more 
I wish to congratulate all those 
who have won prizes; and to those 
who have not, E say “better iuck 
next time.”
